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PREFACE 

This  bibliography  has  been  developed  primarily  from  four  sources.   Apple 
Marketing  Bibliography,  by  C.  B.  Anslinger  (Univ.  Md.,  unpublished  mimeo. , 
Dec.  1951)  was  culled  for  references  prior  to  1952.  Apple  Handling  and 
Storing  Since  19^0,  a  Selected  List  of  References,  by  E.  G.  Davis  and  N.  G. 
Larson  (U.  S.  Dept.  Agr.  Library,  Typewritten,  Sept.  1958)  yielded  references 
prior  to  1958*   The  Agricultural  Index  and  the  Bibliography  of  Agriculture 
were  consulted  for  the  entire  16-year  period. 

References  in  this  listing  are  generally  limited  to  those  reporting 
results  of  research  about  marketing  fresh  apples.  Reports  by  U.  S.  Department 
of  Agriculture  and  State  agricultural  experiment  station  workers  comprise  most 
of  the  listing.   However,  reports  of  some  private  research  groups  are  also 
presented.   Periodical  literature  and  some  foreign  publications  giving 
research  results  are  also  included. 

References  have  been  listed  alphabetically  by  author  under  each  marketing 
classification.   A  publication  may  be  listed  under  two  or  more  .classifications 
as  several  marketing  aspects  may  be  covered  in  the  same  publication.   Call 
numbers  given  are  those  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  Library.
